Outpouring of support 
from indie rock bands 
to help teen with rare 
neurological condition 


A rock birthday 
party would be so 
special for Alfie’

A TEENAGER from Burscough 
has received an outpouring of 
support online from indie 
rock bands after the charity 
Make-A-Wish UK appealed for 
help in granting his wish for 
an ‘indie rock party.’ 

Alfie Lund, 14, was one of the 
first children in the UK to be 
diagnosed with a rare neurolo- 
gical condition known as MECP2 duplication 
syndrome. 

Alfie’s mum Rachel said: “Alfie’s birthday is in 
January but, because his condition makes him very 
susceptible to chest infections in winter, he’s never 
had a proper birthday party. 

“To have a big party with indie rock music, sur- 
rounded by people he loves, would mean the world 
to Alfie and make up for all the birthday parties he’s 
missed.” 

Alfie has missed out on much of the joy of child- 
hood, having been diagnosed with his condition at 
the age of four. 

At the time he was only the seventh child in the 
UK to have ever been diagnosed with the condition, 
which is thought to affect fewer than 40 children 
across the country. 

Rachel said: “It’s a rare, genetic, progressive neur- 
ological condition. It affects him in every way. 

“He can’t walk or talk, he has multiple complex

MM seizures, and he’s been hospital- 
ised more times than I can 
remember. 

“Music is one of the most import- 
ant things in Alfie’s life — he’s quite 
the indie rocker and likes bands 
like Arctic Monkeys and Oasis. It 
makes him move about and get 
excited.” 

The Make-A-Wish UK charity 
hopes to grant Alfie’s wish as soon 
as possible, and this week put out 
an appeal for indie rock bands to 
play at the party. 

Stephanie Witt, director of 
income and engagement at Make- 
A-Wish UK, said: “We’ve been 
incredibly moved by the support 

— of musicians, bands and music- 
lovers since sharing Alfie’s wish 
online. 

“Our initial tweet has been seen over 74,000 
times, with offers from Matilda Shakes, Skylights, 
The Kairos and many more to help make Alfie’s wish 
come true. 

“However, Alfie is just one of 54 children across 
the North West who are currently waiting for their 
wish. With each wish costing around £2500, we 
urgently need to raise £135,000 to grant wishes in 
the North West alone. Critically ill children and 
their families have waited long enough.”

into a second floor social housing cramped 
flat which did not allow family pets. 

“This would have meant Andrew’s Husky 
dog would have to have been put down or put 
into a ‘dog shelter.’ 

“This would have not only been bad for the 
dog but also for Andrew’s physical and mental 
health. 

“Everyday Andrew walked his dog in an area 
he knew and felt safe in and this was his time 
for walking and exercising. 

“More than 2,500 signed the petition for the 
brothers to be allowed to stay. 

“Campaign t-shirts were printed, and the 
campaign spread across Skelmersdale, and 
the North West. 

“Sean Brogan who carried the weight of the 
difficult four months of eviction threats 
appealed against the council’s ‘final decision’. 

“Both Sean and I were told by council 
officers, ‘the decision has been made! You 
have no right to appeal.’ 

“But appeal we did and last week the senior 


council officer agreed that the Brogan Broth- 
ers do have succession rights because the 
council has now decided to apply discretion. 

“Disability discrimination, common sense 
and the power of the local community has 
lead to this landmark victory. 

“And it is not only in Skelmersdale and West 
Lancashire, but thanks to the campaign mem- 
bers, this victory will be used for people with 
disabilities in similar circumstances across the 
UK.” 

Sean said: “Thanks to Alec and the whole 
campaign team and community we can again 
sleep soundly in our beds at night without the 
mental terror of eviction hanging over us and 
my brother Andrew can walk his dog in peace. 

“We love the campaign t-shirts and we will 
wear them with pride.” 

A spokesperson for West Lancashire Borough 
Council said: “Our Tenancy Services team 
have been working closely with Mr Brogan 
and his family for some time to find a solution 
to his housing situation. 

“We have reviewed the decision and are in 
contact with the family.”

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Could ‘rubber roads’ 
soon be rolled out 
across West Lancs? 


New technique to resurface streets with recycled car 


tyres is hailed a success

A NEW technique using recycled car tyres to 
resurface roads has been used in Lancashire 
for the first time - and highway chiefs are 
now hoping to roll it out across other parts 
of the county. 

Lancashire County Council has been trialling 
an innovative asphalt mix using granulated 
rubber created by Tarmac and has recently 
resurfaced a road in Padiham. 

Rubber modified asphalts incorporate 
recycled tyres combined with warm mix 
asphalt technology and are prepared at a lower 
temperature than traditional asphalts. 

The addition of the ground tyre rubber means 
that less fossil fuel derived bitumen is used, as 
well as less energy due to the lower temperatures 
required. 

It delivers the same performance and surface 
characteristics as traditional materials but it is 
more environmentally friendly. 

Phil Durnell, director of highways and transport 
at Lancashire County Council said: “I was really 
pleased to come onsite and see the material being 
used for the first time on a Lancashire highway. 

“I was quite surprised how much rubber is in the 
mix, it’s around one car tyre per tonne so on that 
basis we put end of life 150 tyres in the road in 
just one day. 

“The lower layers of the carriageway here have 
also been recycled using a cold foam mix process.

This is essentially a circular process where the 
material is removed from the site to be directly 
recycled into the new material, with the recycled 
content typically being 95%. 

“Overall, by using recycled materials in the 
lower layers and rubber modified asphalt surfa- 
cing, we have lowered the carbon footprint of this 
scheme by over 30%. 

“We are really keen to reduce our carbon foot- 
print in maintaining Lancashire’s roads and we 
are hoping to use this technique as part of our 
Highways Decarbonisation Strategy. This year in 
our carriageway capital programmes, we are pre- 
dicted to save 332 tonnes of CO2 through using 
lower carbon processes.”

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Housing firm set to build 
169 homes after expansion 
plans are given green light 


Redrow gets permission 
from council to construct 
even more houses at 
Burscough development

BOSSES at housebuilder Redrow 
have been given permission to 
expand their existing development 
in Burscough. 

The housing firm has extended its 
development plans at ‘The Grange at 
Yew Tree Park’ after receiving recent 
planning consent from West Lan- 
cashire Borough Council. 

Of the 169 homes to be built, 59 
will be designated affordable. 

These 59 homes will include 18 
one-bed apartments, six two-bed 
apartments, 19 two-bed houses and 
16 three-bed houses. 

There will be 21 homes under 
shared ownership tenure and 38 
under affordable rent. 

The extension plans will function 
as an extension of The Grange, 
which is currently under construc- 
tion. 

Karl Longworth, land director for 
Redrow Lancashire said: “We are 
pleased to be extending our plans at 
Yew Tree Park having received plan- 
ning consent.

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Second birthday 
for toddler with | 


a ‘broken heart’ 


Gabriela is the ‘happiest girl’ despite shock 
diagnosis with ‘almost no chance of survival’

A SKELMERSDALE couple who were told during 
pregnancy that their daughter had ‘almost no 
chance of survival’ because of a heart defect are 
looking forward to celebrating her second birthday 
in July. 

Evita Kalva-Bolmane and Zigmunds Bolminis, known 
as Ziggy, were told their unborn baby had Hypoplastic 
left heart syndrome (HLHS) and were offered the choice 
of a termination, but carried on to have Gabriela - and 
want to raise awareness of Congenital Heart Defects 
(CHD). 

Evita said: “We found out about Gabriela’s broken 
heart at 24 weeks of pregnancy and were given almost 
no hope our precious baby would survive. HLHS is the 
most critical heart defect, it’s when the baby is missing 
or has an undeveloped left side of the heart. 

“We were given three choices: terminate the preg- 
nancy; let Gabriela be born and let her pass away 
peacefully in the first few hours/days; or hope and risk 
with at least three open heart surgeries and a possible 
heart transplant that she can survive. 

“Our hearts were broken, we came home and I spent 
days just crying. My husband had to push me to have 
some food and move around. We found comfort having 
snuggles with our other children, Gabriela’s brothers 
Raivis, 10, and Oskars, eight. 

“Gabriela was transferred to Alder Hey and had her 


first open heart surgery when she was only six days old. 
Her second open heart surgery was at five months old 
and she had a stent in her pulmonary arteries at nine 
months.” 

Gabriela’s second surgery was an emergency after her 
oxygen dropped critically, so they spent her first Christ- 
mas at the hospital and her second open heart surgery 
was on December 29, which was 10 hours long and they 
‘nearly lost her’ but she was saved thanks to the ‘amaz- 
ing’ staff at Alder Hey. 

Gabriela, 21 months old, hasn't yet started nursery as 
she’s not stable and is on many heart medications 
throughout the day and night. 

Evita added: “Everyone who knows Gabriela says 
she’s the happiest girl we all have met. She never stops 
smiling, she loves everything and everyone around her. 
No matter where we go she will make someone's day 
more positive. We go to toddler playgroups where she 
will always show off with her giggles, so many people in 
the Concourse shopping centre know her. She loves 
waving to everyone and never stops smiling and blow- 
ing kisses. She clearly knows how hard her fight is - but 
she’s so much stronger. 

“CHDs are cruel. Most CHD children don’t look sick, 
we can't tell them apart from other kids but their scars 
are real, their struggles are real, their hope to survive 
until next birthday is real. Research is at a really low level 
and we want to raise awareness for CHD. 

“We're forever grateful not only for our hospital but for 
special charity organisations like Little Hearts Matter, 
Tiny Tickers, and the British Heart Foundation.”

On 6th April 2022, the biggest change 
in divorce law for 50 years was ushered 
in — and for the first time ever in our 
country we now have true no fault 
divorce. 


Whilst divorce is still going to be very 
much a legal process (for most couples 
only a divorce, or death can end a 
marriage, no matter how long you 
have been separated), now the only 
ground for a divorce will be that the 
marriage cannot be saved. Gone are 
the days of having to claim adultery or 
give lots of examples of unreasonable 
behaviour. Also gone is the ability of 
one party being able to stop the other 
from getting a divorce if they want one 
— you cannot now “defend” a divorce. 


This is a change in the law for which 
family lawyers have campaigned for 
many years and is long overdue. Most 
family lawyers (and particularly those 
who are a member of an organisation 
called Resolution, which | am) have felt 
that given the reason for the breakdown 
of the marriage so very rarely has an 
effect on the outcome of associated 
financial applications or children act 
applications, that forcing clients to 
rely on one spouses “fault” to obtain 
a divorce, only served to increase 
antagonism between the parties. 


Divorce is never going to be stress 
free. It is, after all, the unravelling of a 
family dynamic and the start of a new 
family relationship. There will usually 
still be issues concerning children and 
finances to resolve. However taking 
one cause for argument — the grounds 
for divorce — out of the equation can 
only be a good thing and one to be 
welcomed.

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150 vehicles seized 
as road offenders 
targeted by police

CLOSE to 150 vehicles have been seized as 
Lancashire Police crack down on people 
breaking the law on the county’s roads. 

Officers conducted traffic stops and vehicle 
checks, as well as using automatic number 
plate recognition systems to take dozens of 
cars, motorbikes and vans off the streets. 

Between midnight on Friday (April 15) and 
Thursday, April 21, 146 vehicles have been 
seized by police for various offences, including: 

@ 83 vehicles under Section 99 Road Traffic 
Regulation Act 1984 (Abandoned vehicles). This 
offence also covers the recovery of stolen 
vehicles. 

@ 52 vehicles under Section 165a of the Road 
Traffic Act 1988. This means an officer had 
reasonable grounds to believe the driver was 
uninsured, or not driving in accordance with 
their licence. 

@ Five vehicles under Section 59 of the Police 
Reform Act 2002. The officer has reasonable 
grounds to suspect the driver drove in an anti- 
social matter. 

@ Six vehicles related to ongoing criminal mat- 
ters. 

Overnight police became aware of a stolen Ford 
Fiesta in Southport, close to the border between 
Merseyside Police and Lancashire Police. 

Police patrols spotted the vehicle and engaged ina 
pursuit which continued into Lancashire, with the 
car being driven at speeds of 125mph before being 
stung by officers. 

Three people made off from the car and at this 
time remain outstanding. The car was reported as 
stolen from St Helens, with a battery drill and pli-

ers, likely to be used for burglaries, recovered. The 
car keys were later found by officers searching the 
area, with the vehicle to be returned to its rightful 
owner. 

Supt Melita Worswick, operations manager at 
Lancashire Police, said: “Over the last few weeks 
proactive work from officers has resulted in a num- 
ber of police pursuits, resulting in stolen vehicles 
being returned to owners, offenders arrested and 
equipment potentially planned to be used to com- 
mit crime being seized. 

“This has no doubt prevented a number of people 
from becoming a victim of crime.”

This not only keeps both lanes flowing but 
will also go some way to reducing driver 
frustration, thereby promoting road safety.

Any driver who deliberately closes up to 
prevent another driver merging in is not 
only a danger to other motorists but is 
clearly committing the offence of ‘Driving 
Without Reasonable Consideration For 
Other Road Users’ (Sec 3, Road Traffic Act, 
1988). 

Any driver who, like ‘Sensible Driver, 
Maghull’ thinks they know better than the 
advice given in the Highway Code is not 
only a fool but a danger to other road users.

At this time of year the lawn may well 
have started to look a bit tatty, so give 

it a good mow now. A lawn rake is an 
essential tool to rake out all the dead 
grass and other post-winter debris that 
has gathered.

Gardening in the Summer Months 


MAY 

May is amonth when plants start to 
grow in earnest. It can be an odd month 
however, when temperatures sometimes 
soar into the eighties during the day and 
then plummet down below freezing at 
night. Always remember to plant only 

on good days. Don't plant or sow into 
chilled soil and keep off the soil when it is 
waterlogged. 

This is a good time to start tidying up 
early bulbs. Snip off the spent heads of 
those that don’t need to be left to seed. 
Daffodils, especially should be dead- 
headed, snowdrops and crocus on the 
other hand should be allowed to seed to 
enable them to spread naturally. Tie back 
the foliage on the taller growing bulbs but 
avoid removing any of it until it starts to 
turn yellow. A good dressing of a nitrogen 
rich fertiliser at this point will help the 
plants produce good strong bulbs next 
year. Tulips really ought to be left in place 
until the greenery fades right away, 
however it is quite possible to transplant 
them to some unseen part of the garden 
where they can be left to fade away 
slowly in their own time. 

Early on in the month, get your fruit trees 
and soft fruit bushes sprayed to kill off 
any lingering, over-wintering insect and 
fungoid pests. Depending on what you 
are growing, be selective in what you use. 
For those of you with a vegetable plot, 
there is more than enough to do this 
month, not least of which is the control of 
weeds. Your hoe should be your constant 
companion. 

There are a number of comparatively 
safe weed killers on the market that 

will do the job for you, but you can't 

beat the good old-fashioned method of 
constant hoeing.

JUNE 

June is undoubtedly the month when 
the garden comes into its own, when the 
colours and scents of summer simply 
take your breath way. It is also the month 
when everything goes mad and grows, 
including the weeds, and when there is a 
need for plenty of watering. 

The lawn and hedges will be growing 
madly too. Mow at least once a week 

but remember, if the weather is on the 
dry side, cut no shorter than an inch. If 
the weather is exceptionally dry, leave 
the cuttings where they fall. They are 

an excellent mulch. Hedges will require 
careful trimming if you want to preserve 
shape and density. Again a trim every 
couple of weeks is best but, if you haven't 
the time, you can leave them three to 
four. Be careful about trimming flowering 
hedges. Leave them until the last blooms 
fade. 

Watering is the big problem. Conserve 
water in every way you can, especially 
used domestic water. Mulch every inch 
of the garden to conserve what soil 
moisture there is, and water only later in 
the evening, so the water can seep well 
into the soil before the sun causes it to 
evaporate. 

Now is a good time to make sure you have 
sufficient room for any bedding plants. 
Have a good supply of mulch ready. Water 
it well (late evening again). This is very 
important, young plants don’t respond 
well to dry conditions if they have been 
growing in well ordered ones. Plant out 
as soon as possible, water in and mulch 
immediately, and you should have some 
pretty good results. Carry on dead- 
heading and clip off any seed pods that 
have escaped your notice, unless you 
want to collect some seed. 
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JULY 

One of the problems summer weather 
brings in its wake is a tendency for tall 
and not-so-tall plants to bolt. One minute 
you've a well ordered garden with border 
plants arranged in descending order 
from the back, the next, and you have an 
untidy wilderness of giants bending under 
their own weight. Have plenty of stakes 
to hand so you can tie them up before 
they fall down. Bedding plants will benefit 
from a feed of weak liquid manure around 
the middle of the month. Hardy annuals 
will also need attention, water, feed and a 
brisk hoeing. If the weather is dry you will 
need to water the rock garden, vegetable 
garden and the lawn, and you should 
mulch like mad all over. Leave the grass 
cuttings on the lawn after mowing as 
this also prevents rapid evaporation of 
moisture. 

You will have to clip and prune hedges 
and shrubs to keep them growing in 

the right way. This is the peak month 

for cuttings. Roses especially can be 
propagated this way and it really is the 
cheapest and easiest way of increasing 
your stock. 

If you are thinking of laying a new lawn, 
the site may be cleared and levelled this 
month and left to ‘air’ ready for planting 
next season. On established lawns the 
work of mowing and watering must go 
on. In addition, pay particular attention 

to edges by trimming and securing 
where necessary. Edges that have fallen 
away may be cut back, built up again 

and prepared for re-turfing. Turf should 
normally be laid next month but the odd 
patch laid now and well watered in, should 
take and do well. 

The garden in full swing in July should be 
a blaze of colour.

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SO YOU’RE doing 70mph down the M57 
- but seeing as youre here and I know you

Did you spot the portraits on the wall during

The cigar Bond 
picks up for a doomed Felix Leiter in Cuba is a 
Delactado, exactly the same variety that Britain’s 
not-so-secret agent smoked in Die Another Day, 
and the Chevrolet used in the fight scene a few 
minutes earlier is of the same variety used in 
Dr No. But my own personal favourite is when 
Daniel Craigs Bond topples a precarious Land 
Rover Defender to take out one of the bad guys 
- a brilliantly done reference to a very similar 
moment in For Your Eyes Only. 

Oh, did you spot the lorry pulling out in 
front? Top marks if you did, of course, but Id 
understand if what was going through your mind 
was whether the late Sir Roger Moore kicking an 
assassins Mercedes off a cliff was one of his more 
cold-blooded killings. That's the problem with 
being on the road - it’s all those pesky things 
that have the power to distract you, and why the 
government recently decided to tighten up the 
rules over what you can do with a mobile phone 
when driving. Calling people while holding one 
has been illegal since 2003, but now playing 
games, WhatsApping your mates and taking 
pictures will get you a stern ticking off too. 

Which is why, conversely, the Department for 
Transports proposals to make it easier for you to 
watch telly on the move in self-driving cars don’t 
sit quite right. The key words there are “at the 
moment” because a genuinely self-driving car - 
as in one you can jump into outside your house, 
curl up in the back for four hours and then wake 
up in Glasgow or Bristol would be fine. 

But by the governments own reckoning
